Raise No Tobacco. 

“In an interview given out at Frank 
fort, a few days ago. Commissioner of 
Agriculture M. C. Rankin declares it 
to be his firm opinion that the farmers 
of Kentucky should Stop raising to- 
bacco, and should turn their attention 
instead to the railing of corn, wheat 
and live stock,, to the end that the 
State will become more prosperous tht 
land richer and more fertile and the 
children better educated. This conclu- 
sion Commissioner Rankin has come 
! to, ho says, after nearly eighteen 
months of study as the Commissiunei 
of Agriculture ip Kentucky. 

“If the farmers will devote as much 
time and attention to the raising of 
things I have suggested as iliey have 
to the growing of tobacco, it is my be 
i:ef that in vears to come Kenttiekj 
will be the richest State in the Union. 
There is no better land and soil in th< 
United States for crop and stock rais- 
ing. If I had been fortunate enough 
to learn when a young man. what I 
have learned since 1 have been in t h i - 
jftice, I doubt if there ever would hav< 
been a crop of tobacco raised on mj 
farm. 

“Farmers can make more money ii 
they turn thffr attention to s ock rais 
ing. Tobacco has been raised so long 
and constantly in the Blue Crass coun 
ties of Kentucky that the soil has users 
sourjed and impaired, but with treat- 
ment it can be brought back to a good 
luality, and that -is what I am going 
to do with my land. Therefore, I say, 
m more tobacco for me, but it will' bt 
stock raising in the future.” 

Commissioner Rankin owns one of 
the most valuable arms in Henry coun 
ty. lie wquld not raise any tobaccc 
on it this year, were it not for the fac; 
that he bound himself by agreement tf 
permit a few acres to be planted by e 
renant. There will bo tut six acr s 
eianted on his farm, and much of th; 
iand that has been used for the burle:> 
-veed in the past will be plowed, har- 
rowed and worked just as if it were
